T he m eth o d of cultivating th e soil 
is in the m ain the sam e as it w as a 
centurv ago, and th ere seem s to be 
g reat difficulty in inducing th e farm ers 
to invest iu m odern agricultural im ­ 
p lem en ts; a n d yet, w ith all the sim ­ 
ple and prim itive m ethods th e Indian 
farm er can, in th e opinion of the Con­ 
sul-G eneral, successfully com pete witli 
those of th e U nited States in the pro­ 
duction of w h eat, by reason of ex­ 
trem ely ch eap labor, etc.

A lthough th e collateral has n ot been 
tu rn ed over, th e ugreem ent h as been 
signed and is iu our possession. T here 
is uo B a.tim ore ana O hio telegraph 
now , us their wires are p art of o u r sys­ 
te m .” 


AN AUTHORITATIVE STATEMENT. 
It w as announced th is m orning on 
app aren tly good uuthority th at R obert 
G arrett em phatically denies th a t the 
B altim ore a n d Ohio telegraph has 
been absorbed by the W estern Union. 
H o is represented as saying th a t lie 
will fight th e alleged tran sfer and 
feels sure of w inning. Gould said th a t 
th e B. & O. ow ed G arrett personally 
l>etween #3,000,000 and 
#4.000,000. 
W . B. Som erville, of th e W estern 
U nion, was heard to say th at Dr. Nor- 
vin G reen did not believe th e Btory of 
G arrett’s denial, and th a t Dr. G reen 
was ho confident there would be no 
trouble about th e sale th at h e had 
decided to issue no statem en t about 
th e m atter.

R o b ert G arrett to-day refused to see 
reporters or to say w hether th e great 
telegraph deal was legally com pleted 
or not.

avuilable, w hich is doubtful. 


AN UNRELIABLE MONOPOLY. 
T he establishm ent of the W estern 
U nion with its undisputed m onopoly 
of so great a n d vital a public service 
as th e telegraph will n ot be viewed 
w ith eith er content o r resignation by 
tho public. 
D istrust of G ould and 
liis associates and th e suspicion th at 
attach es to th eir m ethous and prac­ 
tices, are too profound and too well 
rooted in th e public m ind as to adm it 
such m en being accepted trustees of 
th is great public service. 
W e should 
n ot be prepared to intrust G ould an d 
h is 
colleagues w ith 
th e 
adm in­ 
istration of the postal 
system of 
our country. 
It w ould im ply in 
th e 
public 
estim ation 
a 
great 
calam ity, and yet h is adm inistration 
of th e telegraph is likejy to be m uch 
m ore prejudicial to public and private 
in terests th an his adm inistration of 
th e postal system could possibly be. 


GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPHS UNDKHIRED. 
I t is a long lane th a t h as no tu rn ­ 
ing, b u t it m ay as well be understood 
now as later th a t th e governm ent of 
th e U nited States shall not acquire 
th e telegraphs of th e country, and 
th a t n o m achinations of Mr. G ould 
an d no oppression of individuals.pub- 
lic or private, will ever blackm ail an d 
coerce the people of th is country into 
consenting th a t the W estern Union 
sh all be unloaded upon the govern­ 
m e n t; and th ere will be o ther an d in ­ 
d ep en d en t telegraphs, too.

A BIG METEOR.

At about 10 minuted past seven 
o’clock last evening, the poople on 
the streets were startled by the ap­ 
pearance in the Southern sky of a 
very large and brilliant meteor. It 
wad observed just as it reached the 
atmosphere surrounding the earth, 
and as it paseed through the air and 
came nearer it grew in size until it 
was nearly as large in appearance as 
the moon. 
When it had reached this 
size it suddenly buret aud the pieces 
of which there were a largo number 
continued their flight 
downwards.

been read. It passed so quickly, how­ 
ever, th a t the eyes of the watchers 
were dazzled. The pieces of the me­ 
teor gradually lost their brilliancy 
and b.-cume duller and duller, until 
lost to view seemingly but a short dis­ 
tance from the earth.

When our market gets over-loaded, 
large am ounts are sent in a crude state 
to New York. 
In one instance la*t 
summer, we recall a press dispatch 
announcing the arrival of ten thous­ 
and tons of Hawaiian sugar in New 
York, which was shipped at San Fran­ 
cisco. As to the price, old timers here 
have thought they were gettii g sugar 
cheap all the past two years. 
The re­ 
tailers have been selling os much as 
sixteen pounds for a dollar. This was 
the beat quality of refined sugar. 
We 
do not recall just at the moment how 
cheap sugar is now sold in the East. 
The price iu California is usually es­ 
tablished by an agreement between 
the refiners in San Francisco, who act 
in perfect accord. The only check on 
them is the little beet sugar factory at 
San Leandro, in Alameda county. The 
output of th t enterprise is of suffi­ 
cient volume to hold the other refiner­ 
ies within some 
reasonable mar­ 
gin.

Wo notice 
that in not a few instances the Repub­ 
lican press is prominently, thought­ 
lessly and foolishly giving aid and 
comfort to George and his party. They 
may live to regret their ignorance of 
the elementary principles of political 
economy. Dr. McGlynn is supposed 
to be a pretty good exponent 
of 
Georges’ theories. It is well known 
that in their concise, cold, formulated 
shape, radical principles are liable to 
misconstruction at 
the hands of 
people not thoroughly familiar with se­ 
vere logical processes. 
It is as well 
known that there is an inherent ten 
dencyin men intim e to work out all 
principles to their ultimate logical re­ 
sults. 
Here is what Dr. McGlynn, a 
trained dialectician, remember, finds 
to be th e meaning of Georges’ doctrine. 
My doctrine about the land has 
been made clear in speeches, in re­ 
ported interviews and in published 
articles, and I repeat it here. 
I have 
taught, and Inhall continue to teach, 
in speeches and writings, as long as I 
live, that land is the rightful property 
of the people in common, and that 
private ownership of land is against 
natural justice, no m atter by what 
civil or ecclesiastical laws it may be 
sanctioned, and I would bring about 
instantly, if I could such change of 
laws all the world over as would 
CONFISCATE private property in land 
without one penny of compensation to 
the miscalled owners. 
If that is not agrarianism pure and 
Himple—if that is not Socialism, then 
the principles which have passed cur­ 
rent under these names are dead, and 
for them there is no resurrection. For 
that is about as clear cut a statement 
of what used to be socialism and 
agrarianism as ever was uttered by the 
lips of man.

THE BUSTLE AS FREIGHT. 


A Q u e s t io n t h a t P n x a le d B a ll' 
r o o d W en- 
All interesting controversy h a s been 
agitating th e m inds and h e arts of the 
freight agents of transcontinental rail­ 
roads, th e pool com m issioners, th e in­ 
terstate com m erce com m issioners, and 
th e C alifornia d ry goods m erchants 
since early in F ebruary. 
And it is all about hustles. Although 
th is arti» ie lias long occupied a place 
of dignity and prom inence in the 
w ardrobe of the properly appareled 
wom an, an d has form ed an im portant 
item in th e business of m erchants, 
m anufacturers, cartoonists, and com­ 
m on carriers, it had not, until the July 
revision occupied a place on tlu* freight 
taiiff. T h en unclassified d ry goods 
puiu 
jier hu n d red freighting to fi>an 
Fraucieco, while liuup-airts. unuoi 
th e dassiflcation of wire goods, were 
assessed $1.80 uer hundred. 
It was 
consequently th e custom of m erchants 
to ship bustles us •‘wire goods” or 
"h oopskirts ’ indiil'erenlly, so ilescrib- 
ing them in tiie bills of lading and 
paying th e lower rate of 
charges. 
T housands of cases h ad th u s been 
Bhipped an d passed by th e freight 
agents w ithout question,and th e goo*tn 
hud 
been 
sold 
and 
gone 
into 
circulation, 
w hen 
a n 
unlucky 
m anufacturer, 
in 
F ebruary 
last, 
sent to Sliefel, Sachs Cc C o., of Sa 
Francisco a case of these goods d 
scribed in 
th e bill 
of 
lading 
“ bustles.” 
T he guileless Culiforn 
freight agent, know ing little and pro­ 
fessing to know nothing of th is m y s­ 
terious d isten d er of my lad y ’s dross 
and supporter of h er skirts an d hopes, 
looked in vaiu for the rate on bustles 
in the tariff catalogue. 
H e therefore 
charged th e rate on the unclassified 
dry goods of $3 and precipitated the 
contest by sending in h is bill. 
The 
m erch an ts protested ag ain st th e pay­ 
m ent, an d the m atter w as referred to 
th e general trutiic m anagers of th e 
roads in New York. 
Home of these were m arried m en 
who professed to know som ething 
about hustles, for all of tb eir wives 
were supposed to w ear th em . 
An el­ 
derly gentlem an from am ong th e ben­ 
edicts w as indignant over w hat lie 
term ed th e “ low subterfuge” of class­ 
ing bustles as lioopskirts o r wire goods 
when th ere w asn’t a bit of wire nor a 
hoop of an y kin d about them . 
He 
ought to know , for his wife h as worn 
a bustle for years. The article was 
m ade of feathers and c lo th ; two long, 
narrow bags, ju st w ide enough to— 
to—well, 
to 
escape 
being 
sat 
on, 
w ere 
sewed 
to gether, 
th e 
larger one below , and fastened on 
w ith strings. 
Some of th e younger 
mi^u seem ed am used at liis descrip­ 
tion, and one inquired if old new s­ 
papers w ere ever em ployed for stutting 
instead of feathers. 
A w ise looking 
m an of m ature years and a large fam i­ 
ly of girls said th at he h a d it on the 
best of au th o rity th at th e new spaper 
bustle existed only in th e colum ns of 
ullegcd funny papers. 
A well con­ 
structed bustle was tilled w ith curled 
hair an d a still better quality w ith 
wool. * In form er years he had p u r­ 
chased such articles him self an d he 
felt th at h e was an au th o rity upon the 
subject. 
T he preponderance of testim ony, 
although it did not agree as to details, 
was clearly so far against “ wire goods” 
and lioopskirts, and th e traffic m an­ 
agers seem ed about to sustain the 
charge of $3 per hundred as unclassi­ 
fied d ry goods when a young m arried 
m an w ith a scab on his nose, who had 
listened th u s far w ithout speaking, 
said he thought there m u st be some­ 
th in g in th e wire theory of construc­ 
tion. 
H e h ad gone hom e late the 
week before a little 
th e worse for 
wear, an d was m aking a m anly effort 
to get to bed w ithout distu rb in g his 
silent partn er, when h is foot'caught 
in 
som ething 
th at 
felt 
like 
a 
bird cage about his an k les, an d lie 
pitched forw ard until h e read ied the 
m antel, which ho found w ith h is nose. 
H e u ttered an 
exclam ation which 
transform ed liis silent p artn er into 
one of th e m ost active k ind of active 
partners, and com pelled an explana­ 
tion. 
A light being produced, the 
wreck of the object th a t h ad caused 
him to fall was brought u p for im pre­ 
cation an d analysis. 
I t w as his first 
olio use, and h is wife therefore allowed 
h er concern over his m ish ap to dom ­ 
inate h e r indignation over th e condi­ 
tion in w hich he presented him self. 
Bo sh e plastered his nose and said the 
wreck d id n ’t u iatter; it could be easily 
replaced. 
“ B ut w here’s the rest of it? and 
w h a t’fc becom e of the b ird ? ” asked 
he. 
“ T he b irl! w hat do you m ean ?” 
h is wife exclaim ed. 
“ W hy, isn ’t th a t p a rt o í a cago?” 
he inquired. 
“ A bird cag e! H a I h a !— w hy, y e s ; 
if I am your little birdie, as I used to 
be— th a t’s m y bustle,” she suid. 
T h is explanation gave color to the 
“ w ire goods” theory, b ut still they 
w ere not sufficiently inform ed and 
m ore lig h t on the subject had to lie 
obtained. A fter debating various prop­ 
ositions as to w here th ey 8liould«go 
for th a t light they finally concluded 
to go to th e shippers them selves. 
H ere they m et Mr. Strauss, the book­ 
keeper, who explained to them th at 
th e bustle of com m erce was composed 
of 
w ire a n d 
hoops 
an d 
crino­ 
line. 
In form er y ears they 
had 
been b u ilt of cotton uud excelsior 
an d h a ir 
and 
wool 
an d 
feath­ 
ers a n d o th er things, b u t never, he 
th o u g h t, of new spapers. 
Now they

T he A lbany E x p t tn th u s describes 
the! great bridge now in course of con­ 
struction over tho H udson river at th at 


p lac e : 
W hen com pleted, th e bridge will be 
th e m ost extensive and m agnificent 
structure of its k in d in th e world ex ­ 
cept one—th e bridge over the F irth of 
F orth, in G reat B ritain, now also in 
process of construction. I t is 3094 feet 
in length from anchorage to anchorage, 
and the approaches consist of a viaduct 
of about 3000 feet in length on th e east 
side and about 1000 feet on th e w est, 
m aking th e whole about 7100 feet, or 
nearly one and one-half m iles. 
T he history of th is g reat undertak 
ing is a n interesting one. 
Tho bridge 
com pany was incorporated in 1871 by 
an act of th e Legislature, am ended iu 
1872 to perm it th e placing of four 
piers in th e river channel. 
T his im ­ 
portant privilege w as granted after 
full investigation, 
because 
it 
was 
Hhown th a such piers w ould interfere 
with navigation less here th an a t any 
point on th e river. 
T he work of con­ 
struction was begun in 1873, and has 
since given em ploym ent to an arm y of 
men. 
The bridge pro p er will be construct­ 
ed of steel and will rest on six piers— 
one on eith e r shore a n d four in the 
liannel. 
E ach shore pier consists of 
three sm all piers bu ilt up from the 
rock 
to 
a 
h eig h t 
of 
forty-five 
feet above hig h w ater. T he river 
piers are carried down to dep th s of 
from 125 to 136 feet below th e surface 
in order to secure solid foundatiou. 
fo reach th is d ep th open caissons of 
tim ber w ere bu ilt sixty feet wide by 
100 feet long, w eighted by pockets 
tilled w ith concrete 
and sank by 
dredging th ro u g h th e open spaces. 
This m ethod w as n ev er before used 
on so large a scale and h as proven en ­ 
tirely successful, th e caissons being 
readily Bunk to a g reater d epth than 
can be reached by th e pneum atic cais­ 
sons used in th e Brooklyn bridge. As 
tho caissons san k th ey were built up 
from th e top, so th a t w hen tiie lower 
edges rested upon th e solid stratum 
underlying the silt a t the bottom of 
the riv er th e top was about tw enty 
feet below the surface. 
T h e open 
spaces were th en filled w ith concrete, 
the top leveled an d a solid tim bar plat­ 
form placed on top,on w hich the m ason­ 
ry was built. T h e m asonry piers,w hich 
alone show above th e w ater, are 
eighty feet long by tw enty-five feet 
wide, th e length being in the direc­ 
tion of tiie river, and are bu ilt to a 
height of th irty feet above th e sur­ 
face. 
These m assive structures will 
contain som ething like 12,000,000 feet 
of lu m b er, 40,000 cubic y ards of con­ 
crete, and 20,000 y ard s of m asonry. 
As stated, th e bridge proper will be 
wholly of steel. 
U pon the piers will 
!>e erected steel tow ers 100 teet high, 
m aking th e h eig h t from th e w ater to 
the un d er side of th e trusses 130 feet. 
There w ill be two rectangular steel 
truss spans, each 525 feet, and 80 feet 
high. 
T he th ree 
o th er spans are 
cantilevers, th e arm s being 100 feet 
each a n d th e connecting trusses 212 
feet. 
T he height of th e connecting 
trusses from tiie w ater surface will be 
102 feet, am i th e h eig h t of th e rail on 
top 212 feet. 
T h e viaducts will be of 
iron, find about 15,000 tons of steel 
and 0,000 tons of iron will be used in 
th e structure. 
T he bridge will carry a double rail­ 
way track on th e up p er chord, and 
will l»e capable of bolding w ith entire 
safety tw o continuous train s of eighty- 
five ton locom otives covering tho en ­ 
tire length of both tracks. 
T he u lti­ 
m ate strength of the m aterials is equal 
to five tim es th is strain . 
The bridge can n ever be ow ned or 
controlled by any railroad com pany, 
but is required to g ran t equal facili­ 
ties to all. and for th is purpose th e 
corporation will construct tw o m iles of 
railroad on each side of th e river, in 
order to atford am ple opportunities for 
connections. 
From th e bridge, lead ­ 
ing eastw ard, th e New Y ork A M assa­ 
chusetts railroad is in operation, con­ 
necting w ith th e H artford A C onnecti­ 
cut W estern. 
T he N ew Y ork A New 
E ngland is also n early com pleted, and 
a th ird line is contem plated. 
On the 
west th ree liifes h ave been located, 
connecting w ith th e great coal-fields 
of Pennsylvania and w ith no h ss th an 
seven great tru n k lines ru n n in g west.

■ z t o r a i B K t i o n . 
Tht» 4ruit growers of California met 
in the Board of Trade rooms yester­ 
day morning. The object of the meet­ 
ing was to discuss and devise som e 
method for the destruction of the 
scale bug, and more particularly to 
hoar reports in regard to the gas 
treatment. 
The method is as fol­ 
lows : An impervious teut is placed 
over th.* roo to be treated, and is 
fastened to the ground in a manner to 
make the tent as air tight as possible. 
The gas is then made by mixing sul­ 
phuric acid, cynanide of potassium 
and bi-carbouate of soda. Great care 
is necessary to be used in the mix­ 
ing. 
The mode is about as follows: 
The desired amount of acid is placed 
in a receiver and the amount of soda 
required put into a vessel: then add 
water to bring it to a thin paste, stir­ 
ring well to get rid of all the lumps, 
before the cynanide solution is added. 
Mix the cynanide and the soda paste 
Bo'thrat the undissolved soda will re­ 
main evenly distributed throughout 
the'¡mixture. Pour into the cynanide 
receiver aud allow it to run slowly and 
regularly upon the acid, which has 
previously been run into the genera­ 
tor. The gas is then forced into the 
tent through a 3,'-¿-incli iron pipe, in 
company with a strong current of air 
forced through by means of a blower. 
It has been round advisable to put a 
sort of seive over the exit of the pipe, 
both because it tended to distribute 
the gus and kept the gas from burning 
the 
foliage, 
as 
it 
did 
without the seive. 
There 
were 
present D. W. C. Dominick, of Orange; 
J. H. Kellon, Tustin; A. Scott Chap­ 
man, San Gabriel; VV. G. Klee, Berke­ 
ley; W. Chippendale, Duarte; John 
Scott, Duarte ; Ernest Watson, Duarte;

Kercheval, 
Los Angeles; 
D. W. Coquillett, Los Angeles, W. F. 
McMillan, Los Angelos, F. Edward 
Gray, Alhambra; A. A. Drury, Los 
Angeles; andM. W. Getchell, Ver­ 
non. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Mr. 
G. Klee. The first business 
transacted was the appointment of 
Mr. Getchell as President and Mr. 
Gray Secretary. 
Mr. Chapman ad­ 
dressed the meeting on the subject of 
the gus treatment. 
He said that he 
had estimated the cost of the treat­ 
ment to be about 75 cents per tree; 
also that he had found the bugs not 
only on the trees, but on nettles and 
weeds, and that h$ was treating his 
orchard with gas and was very much 
encouraged at the results. 
Mr. Klee stated that in calling this 
meeting he desired to bo place this 
matter before the people that they 
would realize the magnitude of the 
suHJectand that some genius might 
arise and succeed in exterminating 
these pests. He said the gas “is very 
dangerous an - 
do not believe in 
placing it in the hands of everybody. 
1 would suggest that a company be 
formed to take hold of ttiis thing so 
that we could depend upon getting 
•killed workmen to use this gas.” 
Mr. J. H. Kellon addressed the 
meeting and B&id that though sad to 
relate, it is true, that the productivity 
of this State has deteriorated instead 
of having advanced during the last 
year he said : ‘‘We who are engaged 
m orange growing have many diificul- 
tiee to overcome. Owing to the real 
estate craze, beautiful groves and 
vineyards are being cut up into town 
lots, bought by Tom, Dick and Harry, 
who care nothing for anything except 
to get more money out of the property 
than they put into it; that the trees 
are neglected and of course become 
infested with the scale bug, and those 
who are so fortunate as to posses 
graves in such u vicinity are com­ 
pelled to suffer. ” He advocated the 
gas treatment. 
Professor Coquillett said that Mr. 
Chapman’s estimate was much lower 
than it cost him. 
Mr. Crow, of this city, read an in­ 
teresting address on the scale bug. 
He referred to the first appearance of 
the scale in 1874, aud the treatment 
the more conscientious and industrious 
growers applied to destroy the pest. 
Whale oil soap was largely used. For 
a time it was thought the scale had 
been destroyed, butitsoon reappeared. 
Knowing the effects of a high tempera­ 
ture upon the young of the back scale, 
Mr. Wolfskill suggested, experiment­ 
ing with a tent, lie had one made, 
also the sheet-irou stove that would 
send the heated air into the tent. 
We 
raised the temperature to 128 degrees 
for over an hour. It killed the black 
scales, but the white scales seemed to 
enjoy the heat. The tree was injured 
and the enterprise was abandoned. 
We next tried steam for a small steam 
boiler. This cooked the top of the 
tree, while on the lower half the bugs 
were as lively as ever. Our next ex­ 
periment was with tobacco Bmoke. 
The test lasted six hours, and the 
scale came out of the smoke smiling. 
Sulphur was tried. This bleached the 
foliage and fruit, but did the bug no 
liarin. A heavier charge killed both 
tree and bug. Among other experi­ 
ments under a tent was concussion 
from gunpowder, muriatic acid gas, 
carbonic acid gas, chloroform, com­ 
mercial, and also that manufactured 
inside the tent from chloride of lime 
and alcohol, hydrogen, arsenic and 
other fumes and gasees. Unlike other 
experimenters with carbon bi-sulphide 
Mr. Wolfskill has had very encourag­ 
ing results. It was among our earliest 
experiments. The finest tests were 
ten, twenty and thirty minutes and 
one hour, with no satisfactory results. 
But when exposed to the gas for three 
hours it killed every scale, also the 
eggs in the cottony scale, and the 
trees were not injured. Our efforts 
were then directed towards diffusing 
the gas quickly, but we soou learned 
that it required time to destroy the 
bug and germ. 
Professor D. W. Coquillett experi­ 
mented in the Wolfskill orchard, and 
discovered that hydrocyanic acid gas 
would kill the insects, but it injured 
the foliage. 
We then united our efforts to qeme­ 
cí y the scorching of the leaves. This 
was something that required very 
close observation of all our experi­ 
ments. 
We found that by withhold­ 
ing the water and allowing the sul­ 
phuric acid to come in contact with the 
cyanide of potassium in a very fine 
stream, we ooul.l treat trees without 
injuring even a blooin—as can be at­ 
tested by Messrs. Parker, Wall, Smith, 
Scott and others—and we could kill 
black, red and San Jose scales in five 
minuteH, and the cottony cushion 
scale in thirty minutes. 
We then perfected our apparatus for 
hooding the trees, this occupied a good 
deal of time as we had nothing to 
copy from and the time and money 
•pent in this would have discouraged 
moat men. 
Mr. Titus and Mr. Chap­ 
man. of San Gabriel, became imna- 
tient and wrote to Prof. Hilgard to 
•etui a cliemist and they would pay 
hta expenses. 
Mr. Morse was de­ 


lighted with the result that he too 
discovered that hydrocyanic gas was 
the only effective means of killing the 
scale. But the credit belongs to Prof. 
Coquillett for the discovery of the gas 
and to Mr. J. W. Wolfskill for his in­ 
terest, perseverance and money. 


AZUSA WATER. 


A p p lica tio n ila d c for a W rit of 
In ju n c tio n . 
The following application for an in­ 
junction has been filed in the Superior 
Court by the Azusa Water Develop­ 
ment and Irrigating Company against 
the Azusa Irrigating Co., the Duarte 
Mutual Irrigating and Canal Co., 
Beardsley Water Ditch Co., Gladstone 
Improvement Co., Azusa Land and 
Water Co., San Jose Land and Water 
Co., and 104 citizens: 
First—The plaintiff is a corporation 
formed under the laws of the State of 
California, and its place of business is 
at Azusa. 
Second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth—state that the 
corporations forming a portion of the 
defendants, are cor|>orutions instituted 
under the laws of the State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Ninth—There is near the town of 
Azusa a river known as the Sau Ga­ 
briel River, which ruus its course 
from the San Gabriel cañón by the 
foothills to the sea. 
Tenth—That the plaintiff desired 
to appropriate some of the surplus 
water, and posted a notice to that 
effecton ornear the commencement of 
the ditch which is used by the defend­ 
ants to supply their constituents with 
water, and by virtue and the authori­ 
ty of the law, the plaintiff claimed 
4000 inches of water measured under 
a four-inch pressure for irrigation and 
domestic purposes, and that a copy of 
the aforesaid notice was placed' on 
record in the office of the Recorder of 
Los Angeles county. 
Eleventh—Thut the plaintiff com­ 
menced work within sixty days of the 
posting of the said notice, and bv 
their own development works devel­ 
oped a bodv of water 137 inches meas­ 
ured under a four-inch pressure, aud 
also ran a tunnel 100 feet in length 
and built twenty miles of ditches at 
an expense of about $100,000. 
Twelfth—The irrigating ditches as 
built by the plaintiff covers an area of 
about 0000 acres of land, on which 
about 250 people reside who are de­ 
pendent upon the water from the 
ditches of the plaintiff for all the wa­ 
ter used by them for domestic and 
irrigating purposes, and that these 
people by using this w’ater do no in­ 
jury to the defendants or any of them. 
Thirteenth—The defendants are now 
engaged in boring a large tunnel in 
such a situation and in such a manner 
that if allowed to complete it the plain­ 
tiff’s tunnel will be of no use whatever, 
as the water will be entirely diverted 
from the ditches and tunnel built by 
and belonging to the plaintiff. That 
the said tunnel is now being pushed to 
completion by every effort known to 
defendants, a large force of men being 
kept at work on it day and night, and 
and if not immediately restrained by 
the Honorable Court, the work will be 
completed in a short time, and irre­ 
parable and permanent injury done to 
the plaintiff, the said tunnel being 
bored entirely without the plaintiff’s 
consent, permission or authority. 
Fourteenth—That unless at once 
prevented by a restraining order from 
the Honorable Court the project of 
the defendants will be carried out to 
completion, and if so carried out will 
render the large property of the plain­ 
tiff entirely valueless and cause to go 
to waste the many orchards and acres 
of vegetation on the area of improved 
lands now supplied with water from 
the ditches of the plaintiff. 
The pettition closes with an applica­ 
tion to the court for an injunction |>end- 
ing the hearing of the action, and that 
the injunction be immediately served 
in the usual form.

But there is only ono strip of land which 
front* th e sea, only one fundam ental chord 
upon which the surge* of ocean sound their 
m ighty diapason, only one place where Dame 
Nature wears her *kiit of translucout beryl 
em broidered with foamy lace. And nowhere 
is this muslc-rootn aud picture gallery' of the 
Deity b o attractive as at L e u c a d i a . 
< Capital can construct reservoirs aud flumes 
and railroads; it can m ake distant acres ac 
ccssible, aud cause arid acres to undulate 
with verdure.

1 duty reluctantly perform ed," as 
illard Fillm ore said when he signed the 
Fugitive .Slave Law, and as Brigham Young 
remarked when he m arried his eighteenth 
wife. 
From Santa Barbara south to Point Vicente, 
there is but little coast that is uvailublc for 
sessldu resorts. The beach is too steep for 
driving, and the surf consequently too heavy 
to m ake bathing either pleasant or safe, 
while the bluff along tho beach is several 
hundred feet in height, and cu t up with 
arroyos, so a* to m ake the ocean practically 
inaccessible to all except Alpine touristB and 
cr ws. 
From Point Vicente to Ban Pedro there arc 
probably twenty or thirty miles of available 
beach, along which are the townB of Bantu 
Monica, Hallona. Long Beach, ete. 
lielow Ban Pedro there are only m ud flats 
aud lagoons, until Ban Juan by the sen is 
reached. Leaving Han Juan, there Ik no 
ground available for a seaside resort until 
the m outh o | Tem ecul* Cafion is crossed and 
Oceanside reached. At Oceanside, the direct 
road from Loh Angeles to Ban Diego, now in 
process of construction, will codhocL with 
the C alifornia Southern Railroad from Col­ 
ton to Ban Diego. Oceanside lots arc held at 
good figures, fifteen hundred dollars for a 
lot on the Ocean avenue and five hundred 
dollars for residence lots a m ile and more 
from the bcuch. South of Oceanside is the 
Agua Hedionda. It has several miles of fine 
seaside, but the owner is able to keep It, he 
will not sell at any price, and if you annoy 
hlin with nil attem pt to talk about selling, he 
will m ake the Interview as brief as may lie 
consistent with courtesy.

The amazing th in g about Leucadia, and in 
which it differs from every other seaside in 
California, is in tho wonderful fertility of 
its soil. The valley and hill shines are cov- 
«■red with Fig, Apricot, Eucalyptus and 
other trees, and they are green with vlue- 
yards and qorn fie da. 
leucadia is in process of preparation for 
the market. Btreet* and avenues have lieeu 
cleared, graded, staked and uameil after 
Greek deities and personages. 
A d u nking 
fountain and bath house are being erected 
ata white sulphur well on Hygeria avenue. 
Bath bouses on tho beach and steps and 
grades thereto have bt:en constructed. A 
railroad station, after th e modeltof the Pan­ 
theon, hvs been *uilt, and a dining-room 
which is conducted by a skilful cook. An 
underground stream 
of w ater has been

nose or expectoration, and often by both 
processes.

though their head was in a stato of r«>tten- 
ties*, so great is the ninonut of m atter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tient is grcuJly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into th e throat of the m o bid 
m atter from the head, and as a recum bent 
position naturally favors the fltiw downward 
uis rest is frequently disturbed from tb it 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie *ith 
Ihe head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree ot com fort. 
in others a tough, viscid und offensive 
phlegm colle ts behind and above the soft 
palate, In the passage between th e throat and 
head, iiilhei lng to th e parts with gluish tenac­ 
ity 
its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and un ­ 
easiness in the affected locality, which give* 
rise to a constant and almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve th at «lisnomfort by draw ing 
the m ucus into the throat s«> a* to elect it by 
the m outh. This practice, popularly known 
a* "haw king,” is characteristic of catarrh, 
and provcB as em i arrasslng to the one af­ 
fected as it is disagreeable to those arouud 
him .

The voice íb weak, indistinct and husky, 
or iff a nasal character, displaying a sort of 
sniffing quulity. Oftentim es there Is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness und discordance. There

R a l l s a n d 
R a i l r o a d 
B u i l d i n g s 
In 1888. 
The price on steel rails is $2 a ton 
low er than six months ago, a n d this 
1 notwithstanding there are likely to be 


$3,000,000 tons of rails wanted in 1888. 
The production of 1,200,000 tons for 
the first six months, and the fact that 
the output is it o w nearly 2 0 per cent 
greater has shown to the mills that 
they can make all the rails likely to 
be wanted, while the very rapid pro­ 
duction enables them to make a living 
profit at lower prices, and thuB encour­ 
age more tracklaying, and at the same 
time prevent importations. 
The price of foreign rails is also 
lower, and loss business is going to 
Germany and England, but th e con­ 
tracts for 1888 are exceedingly light so 
far. 
W hy? A general manager of a 
prominent road Htated to us th at they 
would “ lay 250,000 tons of 70@75@80- 
pound rails next year if prices were 
made to suit, ana he believed they 
would he. 
Every day puts off the 
fear of ‘stringency’ or ‘collapse,’ and 
strengthens the views of old heads in 
the trunk lines, that while we are 
making low rates we want bridge- 
builders and rail-uiakers to make low 
rates, too. 
The capacity of the rail mills is too 
large now, they are located too far 
apart, their interests are too indepen­ 
dent, separate and diversified to ad­ 
mit of any price combination, and the 
rapidity with which iron ore can be 
turned into rails, the immense output 
of ore likely in 1888, the numbers of 
new lines of roads and steamers bid­ 
ding for the ore carrying trade, all 
tends to keep the prices tending down­ 
wards instead of upward, and at the 
same timo with no diminution of 
profits. 
At the same time there can 
be no combination among railroads as 
to 
demand 
or 
prices, no road 
can intimate to another what it pro­ 
poses to do. The indications are that 
the northwest and eastern states will 
rest on their oars for a year or two 
with few exceptions. The time lias 
not yet come to completely cover Min­ 
nesota, Wisconsin and Dakota with a 
steel cobweb. 
In the central states 
the businass for the next year is to be 
in double tracking and in laying 75@ 
85 pound rails, and in removing the 
lighter weights to side tracks and fur­ 
ther away points. At least ten trunk 
lines out of Chicago must have four 
tracks and economy points to 80@85 
pound rails for a good part of it. 
In the south and southwest there is 
to he a redoubled activity during the 
year 1888. 
H ere, too, the rails are 
heavier, very few are now contracting 
for under sixty pounds. 
The exten­ 
sion of capital and confidence south, 
the rapid increase in value of all kinds 
of property demands railway accom­ 
modation to an extent never before 
experienced. 
Only confidence was 
wanted to make the south rich and 
powerful and this has now come, and 
here, too, rails may be laid all winter, 
and from this section is to come the 
demand for money and supplies.— 
[Chicago Journal of Commerce.

T h e S iz e o f I c e b e r g s . 
The size which icebergs are some­ 
times known to attain is almost be­ 
yond belief, and proves the vast ness 
of those frozen rivers in the distant 
polar lands, from which they are bro­ 
ken off as the frigid tide reaches the 
a. 
In the early part of last May an im ­ 
mense berg anchored near the east­ 
ern limit of the Grand Bank, where 
the water, bv measurement, was shown 
to be over five hundred feet deep. 
HWhen first observed, this crystal 
mountain towered two hundred feet 
above the sea at the highest point, and 
was nearly half a mile long; and, 
although the summer had been unusu­ 
ally warm in those storm-swept locali­ 
ties, at the end of August this mass of 
flinty ice was still' nearly half that 
magnitude. 
At that time the gradually-melting 
berg had become hollow in its centre, 
through which a clear river ran for 
nearly its entire length, finally plung­ 
ing into the ocean os a most beautiful 
cataract. 
Along either side numerous lesser 
torrents 
leaped from overhanging 
crags, or rushed down steep declivi­ 
ties, and continually agitated sur­ 
rounding waters. 
The spray from 
these 
rapidly - descending 
streams 
produced a thin silvery mist, through 
which the berg.s many strange domes, 
funuacles and spires appeared of noar- 
y double their actual dimensions. 
For several hours during the morn­ 
ings and evenings of clear davB the re­ 
fraction of sunbeams in this gauzy 
vapor produced a magnificent rain­ 
bow, whose colors were surprisingly 
vivid and well defined. 
Throughout 
a radius of many miles about this 
enormous refrigerator the air was al­ 
ways very cold and moist. 
Another berg, which grounded off 
the harbor of Cape Royal, Newfound­ 
land, was a mile and three-quarters 
long, with an average height of one hun­ 
dred and fifty feet, and one or two 
]>eaks of more than twice that eleva­ 
tion. 
Cold galos, occasioned by such visit­ 
ors from the far north, usually all too 
plenty in the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
and about the shores of Cape Breton, 
blowing over Nova Scotia, New Eng­ 
land. and even the Middle and South­ 
ern States, very likely in a gTeat meas­ 
ure explain why our Atlantic coast 
has a lower mean temperature than 
any other region on earth so near the 
equator.

Standing the other day on the steps 
of th e Autor House was a tall, lank 
S 
ntlenum, plainly dressed, with light 
ae eyes and a firm but kindlv ex- 
preaaion on his face. 
He is, perhaps, 
as well known as any character living 
to the great urniy of public men who 
have figured at Washington in the 
post forty years. 
The celebrated but modest person­ 
age was William R. Smith, superin­ 
tendent of the botanical gardens that 
lie at the base of the hill over which 
the Capitol towers. 
Nearly sixty years ago he saw the 
light in a little Scotch town near Edin­ 
burgh, and early developed a taste for 
plants and flowers. 
He was entered 
as a student at the Royal gardens at 
Kew, where some dozen young men 
are graduated each year in’botany and 
assigned to various (Mists in the British 
dominions. 
It was during the reign of President 
Pierce, some thirty-five years ago, that 
the young graduate of Kew arrived in 
this country to create a national gar­ 
den. 
It was no tempting job a t that 
tim e. The marshy and unkem pt land 
was pre-empted by snakes and snipeH. 
The transformation scene that now de­ 
lights the eye from Capitol Hill has 
been the result of long years of patient 
toil. 
Naturally, during this long period, 
Mr. 
Smith 
has 
been continually 
brought in contact with public men. 
Devoted to his plants and caring noth­ 
ing for the turmoil of public life, his 
friendships have all been personal. 
The Scotch positivism of his charac­ 
ter is finely tempered with dry and 
genial humor. 
Animosities of kinds 
he hates, and public men thought it 
was like a soothing opiate to “ drop in 
on Sm ith," after a stormy contest on 
the hill and let their passions fall to 
sleep on the rose’s breast. 
If Mr. 
Smith were a mere monomaniac on 
the subje t of botany, knowing noth­ 
ing else, there would be little reason 
for these men to court his company, 
but he is a great general student, an 
omnivorous reader, and weaves his 
quaint conceits in a quainter Scotch 
brogue arouud any topic of conversa­ 
tion. 
“ Do public men know or caro much 
about botany or your garden?” a Star 
reporter asked him. 
That’s a question,” he replied 
“ that can be answered in several 
-ways. To most of them the science is 
a sealed book. They only know the 
garden as a covenieut flower bank, to 
draw on when their wives give dinner 
parties, or wa it to fix up for reception 
days, or their sweethearts need a few 
pansies for remembrance. 
Of course, 
there's no sympathy between such 
propensities and m ine.” 
“ But there 
are exceptions, no 
doubt?” 
“ Oh, yes, and some very distin­ 
guished ones. Some public men have 
excellent tastes and are experts in the 
science. 
Mr. Sumner was a great en­ 
thusiast; he ran to trees and was 
about the most intelligent man ou the 
aubject I ever met in public life. 
He 
used to tell mo that wnen traveling he 
would peer out of the car windows by 
th e hour, on the lookout for a beauti­ 
ful tree, and when his eye for the love­ 
ly and symétrical was satisfied he 
would go into raptures. 
He would 
gaze as lovingly as a fond parent op 
that old Italian beech that stood so 
long at the east end of the capítol, and 
what an upostrophc he paid it in one 
of his speeches. The last enjoyment 
I had with him, shortly befor he died, 
was in visiting a favorite elm of his 
own Boston Coinmou. Senator Ingalls, 
of Kansas, a very dilettanti gentleman 
in his tastes, also runs to trees, and is 
a most devoted student of arboricul­ 
ture. Some of the most valuable sug­ 
gestions about distributing plants in 
th e west come from him. 
“ And then,” the veteran botanist 
continued, “ there have been others 
with a passion for botany. Mr. Fes- 
nenden, of Maine, 
was an ardent 
apostle all through his loug public 
ldfe. I remember that his wife had a 
sweet verbena in their home in Maine, 
of which she was very fond. She 
watched it tenderly as a child, and 
Mr. Fessenden shared the feeling so 
thoroughly that for thirteen jears ho 
would journey home from Wash ing­ 
um to take up the plant in autumn 
and make another trip in the spring­ 
tim e to set it out. No pressure of pub­ 
lic business could make hiÁ forget 
that verbena. It was really a paternal 
devotion. 
“ Senator Jam os A Pearce, of Mary­ 
land, was one of the most cultivated 
botanists ever in Congress. 
Scarcely 
a day passed that be did not drop in 
ou me to watch the growth of some 
favorite plant or some new experiment, 
and his ideas were always scientific and 
-valuable. 
And then there waH B. 
(im tz Brown, a very warm lover of 
flowers and a thorough m aster of their 
cultivation. 
During all the time he 
w as in the Senate I don’t believe ho 
missed a day at the garden, and we 
would chat for hours when h e felt in 
tbe humor. 
It was a passion with 
him as well as an instinct. 
“ There’s another botanist in Con­ 
gress, a m ost anient disciple, and I 
know the name will surprise you—Mr. 
Holman, of Indiana. 
Who in the 
irorld would ever pick him out as a | 


instincts. It seems almost a contra­ 
diction that one of his reputation 
should be a lover of flowers, but he 
certamly is. No one has been in Con­ 
gress since I can remember, and 
that’s a long 
time, with a more 
hearty and intelligent love for the 
garden. 
He is a frequent visitor, and 
you can see from his conversation that 
he watches every new phase of the 
science as keenly as he does the 
money bags of the treasury. It seems 
to be a mental exhileratioii for him to 
commune with these curious plants 
from all over the world, and study 
their hidden life. 
He is quite as fa­ 
miliar with the botanical names and 
the habits of plants and flowers as 
most 
professional 
botanists. 
He 
picked’ it up as a recreation and his 
spare time is nearly all devoted to it. 
“ 8am Cox is a first-class botanist, 
but let me add that he’s also the best 
reader that I ever met. 
He is a walk­ 
ing cylopedia on every subject cov­ 
ered by books. 
He not only has a 
great deal at command, but his gift 
of rapid exploratiou is marvelous. 
If 
any phase of a new subject is intro­ 
duced Cox will know enough of some 
kindred subject to give him the key to 
the situation, and it’s really incredi­ 
ble how soon he can inform himself. 
Now in botany, for instance, he will 
strike a snag some afternoon that he 
didn’t know anything about, but the 
next morning lie’ll come around with 
his mental channel all bridged out. 
But then, this doesn’t upply to his 
botany alone; it’s the same 
with 
everything else. 
He can learn more 
in shorter time than any man I ever 
saw.”—[New York Star.

It may be safely asserted, says a 
writer in the Epoch, that seven, if not 
eight, of every ten young ladies would 
be improved in face and figure by the 
addition of ten or fifteen pounds to 
their weight. 
Now. in most cases 
where the want of plum pness is not 
the result of positive disease calling 
for medical treatm ent, these extra 
pounds—beauty pounds they m ight be 
called because they add the finishing 
touch to boauty—may be easily ac­ 
quired in a few months by cutting out 
the following hints and pasting them 
on the mirror, whero they will be 
daily seen and heeded: 
The tamou8 Mr. Banting, who re­ 
duced his weight by moro than fifty 
pounds in one year, found that sugar 
was the most fattening thing ho could 
eat. 
Heuce, to increase your weight, 
eat cqjces, puddings, syrup, honey, 
candy and pastry, always taking care 
that "it be crisp and digestible, tor in­ 
digestible food is the chief cause of 
leanness. New England pie crust is 
probably responsible for the appear­ 
ance of the typical gaunt Yankee. 
Other fattening articles of food are 
tender lamb, salmon and eels, milk 
and cream, cornbread and butter, and 
those vegetables which grow under­ 
ground, and of which sugar is made— 
beets, turnips, etc. Boiled or baked 
potatoes, mashed on the plate and 
seasoned with salt or fresh butter, 
make a delicious dish, rapidly fatten­ 
ing. 
Eat often and very slowly, for it 
is not the quantity that is eaten, but 
the amount that is thoroughly di­ 
gested, that nourishes the system and 
rounds the bodily contour. ’ 
Bismarck’s private physician, Dr. 
Schweringer, owes his international 
reputation to his success in diminish­ 
ing the chancellor’s weight. The sec­ 
ret of his method is never to allow Ins 
patient to drink with his meals, or if 
lie does drink, to do so very sparingly. 
Hence follows the converse rule that, 
if you covet stoutne.-s you should 
drink freely with your meals, always, 
however, in such a way as not to in­ 
terfere with the digestive process. 
That is, you should never drink while 
you have food in your mouth, for the 
food ought to lie moistened by the 
saliva alone. Ice water, too, Hhould 
always be avoided. 
It chills the 
stomach and is the cause of three- 
fourths of the indigestion and conse­ 
quently leanness prevalent in this 
country. 
Mountain tourists know that ice 
water never quenches the thirst, yet 
we constantly s(>oil our water by (Hit­ 
ting in ice. 
Lie ice sin mid never be 
allowed to game in contact with the 
water we drink, but only with the 
outside of the pitcher. 
In this way 
we avoid also the danger from mi­ 
crobes hiding in impure ice. 
Air is food as much as beef, the 
only difference being that liecf is 
assimilated in the stomach, uir in the 
lung. Hence, if you wish to be plunm, 
become an air glutton. 
Breathe all 
the fresh air you can get. and avoid 
foul, stuffy air, especially at night, 
as you would putrid meat. 
Always 
breathe through the nose, and culti­ 
vate the habit of slowly filling your 
lungs with twice as much air as you 
commonly inhale, exhaling it again 
Blowly. This purifies the blood and 
stimulates the appetite. 
Take fre­ 
quent warm baths before retiring or 
cold sponge baths in the morning, fol­ 
lowed by brisk friction w ith a coarse 
towel. 
Brain rest is especially indicated in 
the case of those who object to lean­ 
ness. 
Moderate brain exercise is, in­ 
deed, essential to perfect health, but 
excess should bo carefully avoided. 
Emotional excitem ent and worry are 
fatal 
to the chances of becoming 
plump and pretty. 
If an annoying 
thought haunts you, forcible fix your 
attention ou something. Above all, 
never allow such thoughts to torment 
you after retiring, and thus to pass 
disagreeably into your dreams. Eight

A g r i c u l t u r e I n W a w p la n d . 
W hatever may be the general ex­ 
perience in regard to the number of 
wasps prevalent this season, certainly 
they are abundant enough in some 
places. 
At Maiden Erleigh, and close 
to the kitchen garden, a nest was 
found to have been made in a stack of 
turf sod. This was smoked with sul­ 
phur, then carefully dug out, and was 
found to be the largest ever seen there, 
for it was about thirty inches in cir­ 
cumference, and contaiued literally 
thousands of wasps of great size*. 
Oddly enough, at the Erleigh Cottage 
Garden Exhibition prizes are offered 
for the finest wasp’s nests, these be­ 
ing, of course, shown in closed cuses 
of glass. 
• 
The one from the turf bed was put 
on to a hoard, and under a close-fitting 
hand-light, which was secured to the 
board, and so exhibited, easily taking 
the first prize, On one side a portion 
of the outer case of the nest, which is 
in all cases round, had been accident­ 
ally broken away, aud thus specta­ 
tors were enabled to inspect the in­ 
ternal structure of this curious dwell­ 
ing. The tiers of comb ran across 
the nest horizontally, but somewhat 
hollowed, and not more than three- 
quarters of an inch apart; indeed, 
thickness of the comb and intervals 
seemed to correspond with exceeding 
accuracy. The wasps were far larger 
than were those found with better and 
much smaller nests. 
The labor of 
making this nest m ust have been 
great, and it would be interesting to 
know out of w hat materials it is con­ 
structed. 
The hollowing out of so 
great a space in the soil must also 
have been great, and it seems evident 
that every grain of the soil must have 
been carried out and dropped away, 
as no evidence of such an excavation 
was externally 
visible.—[The Gar­ 
dener’s Chronicle.

Ml* QM»rr«l w ith Garfield and 
Hie Heatffnatlon. 
I talked the other night with Judge 
Belf yid about Senator Conkling and 
kia experiences at the time of the 
trouble between 
the stalwart and 
kalfbreed elements of the Republican 
partv. says Frank. G. C ar^ n ter, the 
Washington correspondent in a recent 
Denver letter. 
Belford was at that 
time one of ihe leading public men at 
Washington. 
His eloquence on the 
floor of Congress 
has made him 
a reputation as one of the brightest 
if not the brightest, of the Western 
members of the lower house, and he 
was close in the councils of the Re­ 
publican 
leaders. 
Judge 
Belford 
called upon Garfield at Mentor shortly 
after his election, and urged upon 
him the appointment of Governor 
Routt as post-master general, 
and 
presented the claims of the western 
states in his behalf. 
Senator Hill. 
Teller, and one or two other Colorado 
men went with him, and the party 
dined with Garfield, and rode with 
him in the evening to Cleveland in the 
caboose of a freight train. 
During 
this Pide G.trfield turned suddenly to 
Belford, and said : 
“ W hat is the m atter with Conk­ 
ling?” 
Judge Belford replied that he had 
heard no talk in political circles as to 
any trouble between him and Conk­ 
ling and that he was not prepared to 
answer his question. 
General Garfield then asked Judge 
Belford to investigate the matter upon 
hia return to Washington and to let 
him kuow. 
This Belford promised to do and 
did. 
He tells me this is the first ink­ 
ling he had received as to the exist­ 
ence of any trouble between Garfield 
and Conkling. 
“ How about your talk with Conk­ 
ling?” 
“ I had an interview with Conkling 
apon my return to Washington. 
Sen­ 
ator Teller arranged the meeting, and 
th e interview lasted for an hour, 
upon 
my 
stating 
that Garfield 
thought theparty should be harmo­ 
nious, Senator Conkling said: 
“ I am not aware that the party is 
inharmonious. • We have curried New 
York, Pennsylvania and Indiana, and 
General Garfield has been elected 
President of the United States. I 
cannot imagine discord in an arm y so 
victorious as ours has been. 
If there 
is to be any discord it will be becase 
General Garfield considers the objec­ 
tions of a mere omnibus-load of j»oli- 
ticianS of greater weight than the 
opinion of the whole party itself. 
“ ‘These objectors,’ he went on, 
‘remind me of the grasshoppers in the 
field, as described by Ldward Burke: 
“Their buzz fills the whole land,while 
the great herds graze on in |>eace and 
c o n te n tm e n t.T h e re are not enough 
of these malcontents to justify letters 
of administration being taken out on 
their whole political estate.’ 
Senator Conkling then said that he 
thought 
Garfield’s 
administration 
would lie a successful one, and he 
would ilaiior to make it so. 
There 
could be no conflict between them 
unless 
Mr. 
Garfield 
precipitated 
it. 
He hail spent three years in con­ 
flict with ‘that man Hayes,’ and if he 
was to have trouble with Garfield 
there Would be no comfort to him in 
public life. 
He would cheerfully 
accept Garfield's appointments unless 
it was plain that they were made with 
a view to war upon his (Conkling’s 
friends, and he whs sorry for the spirit 
which, according to Governor Foster, 
prevailed in resjiect to the next senator 
irom New York whom lie understood, 
the President wanted elected as op­ 
posed to hi in.” 
“ Did Conkling believe this?” 
“ He said he did not,” replied Judge 
Belford, “and he furthermore said he 
had no objection to Blaine’s going into 
the cabinet. 
He had no demands 
upon the President, though he did 
think New York should have the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury. 
“ As we ended the talk Senator 
Coxkling emphatically said: ‘One 
thing I can assure you: If there is 
any quarrel between President Gar­ 
field and inys If it will lie of his mak­ 
ing. 1 am tired of conflict, and have 
only gone into them in the past be­ 
cause they have been forced upon m e.’ 
“ I wrote the substance of this talk,” 
continued Judge Belford, “ to General 
Garfield at Mentor, and it was shortly 
after this that Coukling was to meet 
him 'there. 
What was the result oi 
the conference then held I do not 
know. 
I know that this report of our 
talk is correct, for I jotted it down at 
the time, and Conkling's part of it 
was once published substantially as 1 
have given it to you. 
It was never 
contradicted or questioned,” 
“ Do you think Conkling resigned 
with a view of being re-elected?” 
“ No,” replied Judge Belford, I do 
not. I am sure that his circumstances 
■rere such that he needed to do so. He 
was a scrupulously honest man, and 
his salary as senator was not large 
enough to supply his wants. 
At the 
bar lie can make from ten to twenty 
times as much per year with half the 
vexation.” 
“ Have you ever talked with him 
upon 
his withdrawal from public 
life?” 
‘.Yes. I met him shortly after Iiíh 
resignation at t .e Fifth Avenue hotel, 
and we breakfasted together. 
Duriug 
the meal I asked Conkling, ‘Senator, 
how, in the name of God, did you 
come to commit such a blunder as 
you did in your resignation?” 
“ Senator Conkling replied: ‘1 com­ 
mitted no blunder, and you are hardly 
justified in using that word. 
You rec­ 
ollect the conversation we had during 
my last days in the senate, when 1 
tohl yon emphatically that 1 desired 
to have no quarrel with Garfield or 
his administration, and that I was 
anxious for peace and quiet.’ Sena­ 
tor Conkling then weut on to say that 
under the conditions which then ex­ 
isted he clearly saw that it was im­ 
possible for him to continu» longer in 
public life; that there was only one 
way for him to save himself from fin­ 
ancial wreck and ruin, and that was 
to go buck to his office, to open up the 
shutters, and to nail on the door the 
sign: 
R oscos C o n s u n o , 


Attorney-at-La w. 
“ ‘I felt,’ said he, ‘that by pursuing 
this course I could escape a vast deal 
of political annoyance, and might ho 
better able to render substantial aid 
to ray friends. 
When you say I com­ 
mitted a blunder you only drop into 
that 
common 
misjudgraent 
that 
springs from the want of knowledge as 
to the facts bearing upon the subject.’ 
“ I have not,” concluded Judge 
Belford, “ seen Conkling from that 
tim e to th is.” 
“ Did you ever have any talk with 
President Garfield after Conkling's 
resignation ?” 
“ No; not upon the Conkling m atter, 
though I frequently talked with him 
on many other subjects. 
One thing I 
know, however, and that is that had 
not Garfield been shot just when he 
was 
the 
trouble 
between 
him 
and 
Conkling 
would 
have been satisfactorily urauged. 
I 


know of a conversation in reference to 
the matter with a distinguished mem­ 
ber of congress from Indiana, a very 
intimate friend of m ine, wherein Gar­ 
field leaned his head upon the shoul­ 
der of this member of congress and 
wept like a child over the affair. 
He 
gave him his positive assurance that 
inside of ten days he was going to 
nominate Robertson to an important 
position abroad and to give the con 
trol of 
the New York patronage to 
Conkling. 
But G uiteau’s bullet stop­ 
ped ull this.”

for the seleetinont or the citizeus of 
a town to institute proceedings, but 
took the initial steps in the matter of 
atmlishing the crossings itself. On that 
portion of the road which is in New 
Srork 
State 
the 
company 
has 
already 
changed 
some 
crossings 
and is now altering others, while in 
Connecticut plans have been made for 
the change of over forty crossings, 
upon four of which work is now in 
progress. The Courant further says 
that President Clark opposes 
the 
policy of using gates and employing 
flagmen, instead of carrying the high­ 
way over or under the tracks, and it 
quotes an admirable speech which he 
recently made in opiiosing a proposi­ 
tion for gates at a crossing in Fairfield. 
“ 1 am charged with a trust,” he said, 
“ by the hundreds of travelers by the 
highways and by the thousands of 
travelers by rail. 
If I do not mistake 
my dnty in ojther of these relations, 
they all insist that grade crossings 
must be abolished.” All this is so 
contrary to the |>olicy of the average 
corporation that it seems “ too good to 
lie true,” hut there appears to be no 
doubt about it, and if the company 
lives up to its proipises it will earn a 
most enviable reputation.—(New York 
Evening Post.

Donegal to Cape C lear, a re but a few 
degrees rem oved from actual w ant. 
T h eir sm all patches of unclaim ed 
m ountain o r “ cut-aw ay” bog laud are 
exposed to the storm s a n d wet w inds 
of th e ocean. 
T he rain s along th e 
en tire west coast are heavier and 
m ore frequent th an obtained an y ­ 
w here else in th e country, and as 
h ere is no tim ber to olfer shelter _ to 
grow ing crops th e labor of the spring 
m onths an d the lio|>es of the h arv est 
season are often destroyed by a few 
w eeks’ drenching rain in Ju ly o r 
A ugust. 
B ut, fortunately for th is 
district, th is year has been th e d iiest 
w hich Ireland has experience for th e

populous Island of A chill a few years 
ago hud funds not been prom ptly an d 
generously subscribed from abroad to 
save them . 
T hese api>eals for ch arity 
are h u m iliating in th e ex trem e, an d 
are never m ade in behalf of our peo­ 
ple w ithout a feeling of 
national 
sham e. 
To be relieved of th is d isa­ 
greeable necessity, therefore, has a 
corresponding satisfaction, an d 
we 
are furtherm ore gratified this y ear to 
know th a t while th e poorest of our 
people have au exceptionally good 
rood harvest, the landlords a re certain 
of a poor ren t harvest. 
T he highest 
rent-paying lands have suffered m ost 
from our unusually h ot sum m er, and 
th e ten an ts of these lan d s being b etter 
able to struggle against the exactions 
of th e landlord garrison ttian the im ­ 
poverished w estern cottiers, we are, in 
th is respect, better equipped for our 
annual w inter cam paign th an we have 
been for th e past few years. 
Still th e ren t problem is susceptible 
of an easier solution in th e w est th an 
in o ther p arts of Ireland ; and for th is,

A SUBJECT OF NATIONAL IMPORTANCE. 


I t is also historically an intensely in­ 
teresting p art of th e country. 
T he 
C eltic race was a t one tim e confined— 
th a t is, driven in—to th is province. 
O liver C rom w ell’s thoroughly Saxon 
policy of “ to Hell o r C onnaugtit” m ade 
th ese w ild western regions th e refuge 
of th e Irish nation, whose m ountain 
fastnesses and storm -guarded islands 
becam e 
effective 
b arriers 
against 
ultim ate conquest. 
In very recent 
tiuies the W est was th e birthplace of 
tlie L and Leugue m ovem ent. 
L and­ 
lord oppression has already been felt 
m ore latterly here th an in an y o th er 
portion of Ireland, uud it w as h ut a 
natu ral sequence th a t a people so 
g 
round dow n by rack ren tin g should 
e am ong the first to revolt ugain.rt, 
th a t .code of plunder. 
In no o th er 
p a rt .of th is long-oppressed province 
h a s th ere been such poverty and jk t- 
secution as th e in h ab itan ts of tins 
Islan d of Achill have h a d to endure. 
O riginally driven from th e nortuw est 
of the country (during th e 
penal 
tim es), th ey h ave scarcely h ad any 
respite from tyranny an d w ant until 
th e present day. 
T he island itself 
w as designated a “ borslieve,” or wild 
m ountain, by th e a n cien t w r ters, uud 
lias borne for a long period th e repu­ 
tation of an Irish Siberia, but very 
m uch to th e injury, in the m atter of 
com parison, to th e A siatic region oí 
th a t nam e. 
T he m ountains are bleak 
a n d barren, while th e belt of land 
w hich follows th e sea line round the 
indented island, is a sw am py bog 
w hich nothing b ut incessant industry 
w ill keep from going back to 
its 
original savage an d unproductive con­ 
dition. N eedless to say th at th e value 
of such land, from a rent-paying 
point of view, would lie practically 
n o thing if left to th e sole occupation 
of the island landlords. 
T he six or 
seven h undred fam ilies w ho now com ­ 
pose th e |>opulutiou of A chill have 
given to th e soil of th e island w hat­ 
ev er value it possesses; yet tw o lan d ­ 
lords h ave succeeded in levying an 
annual re n t tax of som e fifteen or 
tw enty thousand dollars upon th e in­ 
d ustry of those who have reclaim ed 
such land. 
I t is not in rack-renting alone, 
how ever, th a t th ese prim itive islanders 
h ave been m ade to suffer in m odern 
as in olden tim es. 
A chill h as been 
th e chief scat of

of C onnaught. 
It w as th e poorest 
p a rt of th at long-afflicted province, 
an d th e poople of th e island w ere 
selected as th e easiest to persu ad e to 
renounce the errors of the C hurch of 
Hom e— in consideration of substantial 
m onetary gifts, houses free of cost and 
land w ith but nom inal ren ts. 
This 
m ission succeeded in 
session of tw o-thirds 
th e whole island. 
“ P ap ist tenants, 
who w ould n ot renounce th eir faith, 
would receive b u t scan t m ercy a t the 
hands of th e evungelizing m ission— 
lan d lo rd ; while th e “ Soupers” (as 
th e ,.convert»” w ere term ed by th eir 
consistent neighbors) w ere sure of 
easy term s of tenancy, powerful pat­ 
ronage 
and ready help w henever 
needed. 
T he priest w ho h ad resided 
on th e island am id w h at h ad been 
from its early settlem en t an exclusively 
C atholic population, was evicted out 
of h is house by 
th e “ C h ristian ” 
m issionaries, and largo nu m b ers of 
th e w retchod starving people were 
b ribed with m oney, clothes, food am i 
rent-free holdings to “ find salvation” 
w ithin the folds of th e new church. 
It is estim ated 
th a t 
m ore 
th an 
$5,000,000 have been ex pended in 
this proselytizing w ork on th is island 


n acquiring pos- 
i of th e lan d of 


P rotestant in Irelan d an d England 
has repudiated as un-C hristian and 
reprehensible. 
Y our readers m iy l>e 
interested to know W hat th e result* 
are to-day of all this religious bull­ 
dozing, souperism and ex]>enditure of 
m oney in the purchase of “ converts?” 
T here are at th e present m om ent but 
th ree 
Achill 
fam ilies 
am ong th e 
Souper portion of th e island’s popula­ 
tion ! The o ther m em bers of the fra­ 
tern ity have been 
im ported from 
various districts in Irelan d . 
Of those 
num bers of A chillians w ho had joined 
th e Souper com m unity in th e past, 
all, ex cep t the three fam ilies m en­ 
tioned, returned to th eir form er faith 
w hen 
approaching 
d eath 
warned 
them of the hour of repentance. 
T he political influence of the Soujier 
class— which, of course, was an a n ti­ 
national one—h as sh ared the sam e 
fate as the proselyting fortunes of the 
m ission. 
A few years ago there were 
b ut eig h t persons in A chill entitled to 
vote for m em bers of P arliam ent. 
Six 
of these represented th e Souper or 
E nglish feeling, and tw o th e Irish- 
N ational cause. 
To-day th ere are the 
origina] six hostile 
votes, but. the 
N ationalist num ber has gone up from 
two to —1500! W ith this

th ere lias been a corresponding ad­ 
vance in intelligence a n d independ­ 
ence am ong th e people. 
They are 
still very ¡>oor, but th ey h ave ceased 
to be slaves. 
My p resen t visit to 
A chill was to open a splendid viaduct, 
build across th e Sound, which sep­ 
arated th e island from tlie m ainland. 
T his bridge h as cost over $30,000, and 
a large proportion of th is sum has 
been subscribed out of th e m oney 
w hich these pour b ut industrious peo­ 
ple earn in the sum m er of every year 
by m igratory labor in E ngland and 
Scotland. 
O th er projects of a practi­ 
cal k ind are also being carried out on 
the island, in all of w hich a self-reli­ 
a n t sp irit is being ex hibited, the 
knowledge of w hich w ill, I am sure, 
am ply repay those generous-hearted 
friends of th e islanders throughout 
A m erica, who have so often come to 
the assistance of these long persecuted 
an d dow n trodden people. 
It h a s not alw ays been an easy m at­ 
ter to m ake th e A m erican people 
rightly understand our Irish 
land 
agitation. 
H om e rule is a m uch less, 
difficult problem for th e A m erican 
m in d to solve, because it involves 
n e ith er social issues nor rights of 
property. 
B ut o u r strik es against 
rents uud com binations am ong tenants 
have frequently staggered th e friend­ 
sh ip tow ard o u r cause of A m ericans, 
who were under the im pression th at 
our dem ands were m ade upon fairly- 
adjusted rents, an d our com binations 
directed against landloids, who were 
but insisting upon a recognition of the 
term s of a fair and equitable agree­ 
m ent Between them selves and th eir 
tenantry. 
B ut invariably we have 
had a tardy acknow ledgem ent of th e 
justice of our proceedings, even from 
an E nglish appointed trib u n a l; and 
it is th en a pleasure to |K>int the a t­ 
tention of our trans-A tlantic friends to 
so unequivocal a justification of the 
m eans uud m easures Dy which justice 
has been won. 
T he land ac t ot lHrtl 
explained an d vindicated the L and 
League agitation of 1879-’80, and the

rageous. 
T he ten an ts insisted upon a 
valuer being appointed by the Laud 
Com m ission to arb itrate, and by in­ 
specting th eir 
holdings 
determ ine 
w h at a fair ren t should be. 
After 
som e delay tw o valuers, representing 
th e G overnm ent L an d Com m ission, 
w ent to inspect the farm s, and as the 
resu lt of th eir interference is at once 
th e fullest justification of ihe advice 
w hich th e L and League leaders have 
given to th e people, an d an instruc­ 
tive lesson to A m ericans upon the 
fearful system of rack-renting, which 
h as worked such terrible evils in 
Ireland, 1 will give your readers th e 
facts 
and 
figures 
of 
tho official 
decisions in th is case.

took a d rin k o r tw o a n d then started 
in to capture tho tow n. 
T here was 
only one street, a n d h e rode u p an d 
down th is at a full gallop, firing right 
and left and u tterin g terrific yells. In 
five m inutes h e h ad th e town. 
Peo­ 
ple disappeared 
from 
sig h t 
w ith 
am azing 
celerity , a u d 
everybody 
was 
thoroughly 
cowed. 
T he 
fellow fired tw o shots am ong th e sit­ 
ters on th e veranda, and we stam ­ 
peded. 
I ow n u p th a t I had no de­ 
sire for a closer acquaintance w ith tho 
ruffian, an d I w as am ong the first to 
seek cover. 
W hen we were all inside 
I peered cautiously from a window and 
saw Sloane still outside. 
H e was on 
his feet, leaning against a colum n of 
th e veranda an d sm oking a cigar us 
•oollv as you please. 
I shouted for 
him to com e in, but he shook his 
head. 
A ppeals were m ade by others, 
b ut he tu rn ed a deaf ear. 
T he 
cow boy had 
by th is tim e 
reached th e low er en d of th e street 
and tu rn ed to com e back. 
H e cam e 
at full gallop, hut checked his horse in 
front of the hotel and fired three shots 
at Sloane from a distance oi fifty feet. 
T he firwt Ripped past liis e a r; tlie o th ­ 
e r two cut cloth w ithout draw ing blood. 
W e were looking full at the shooter 
from th e windows, u u d , as he fired th e 
th ird shot w ithout bringing his m an , a 
look of w onder cam e to his face and 
he b en t for a closer look and sh o u te d :

Left arm broken, th u m b on 
rig h t h and broken, th ree scalp w ounds, 
right shoulder probably dislocated, 
three teeth knocked out, five had 
bruises ou various p arts, and one eye 
closed. 
T he fight did not last three m inutes, 
and yet th e little gian t laid th e fellow 
up for th ree m onths, and tau g h t him 
a lesson he n ever forgot. 
1 saw an d 
talked w ith him a y e a r later, an d he 
told m e he never w as so scared in liis 
life, an d th a t lie was not entirely well 
from th e drubbing.— [N. Y. Sun.

JOURNALISM. 


T he Am erican a n d the E « |ll« h 
fflrlh ed . 
The development of journalism in 
any country will always constitute an 
intereatiut; index of the civilisation of 
the iMx*pli« it represents. 
Not only in 
this true of the press of a particular 
country, but of the newspaper busi­ 
ness of particular sections and locali­ 
ties. 
In the United States it is not 
difficult to distinguish by their general 
gtyle i; •; 1 arrangement a western or u 
Southe.a newspaper from a eorres- 
jMwnliuv astern publication, or even 
the rep 
entative paper of ono city 
from a j ‘urnal characteristic of an­ 
other > ity. 
Mr \i • iot Reid, an English journal­ 
ist w 11• > has been in America, has 
been publishing in the Nineteenth 
Century Review some of the results of 
liis observations on the differences be 
tweeu English and American journal­ 
ism. The chief differences he finds 
are in the character and quality of 
the news m atter published and the 
subjects treated. 
One of the moat 
marked differences is in the great at­ 
tention given by th e American press 
to European affairs, and the very 


h u í all space devoted by tlio English 
papers to American news. 
As an ex 
am ple, the columns of the leading 
papers in New York and London are 
compared 
for 
one 
week 
ending 
March 
25, 
18K7. 
In 
the 
saaie 
tim e 
the 
New 
York 
Herald 
printed 27*4 columns of European 
news, the 
New York Time» 15?*^ 
columns, the New York Tribune 15% 
columns. On the other hand, in the 
same time of American news the Lon­ 
don Time* published 4 columns, the 
Standard 2‘¿ eolumnsand theTelegraph 
*2 columns. 
In the light of these facts 
the American Anglomaniacs and the 
hunters after foreign lions ought to 
feel hugely disgusted to find how little 
their country ::nd its affairs interest 
Europeans. 
The chief reason for this radical 
difference in the treatment of foreign 
news is probably that the Americans, 
being a cosmopolitan people, are free 
from the narrow selfishness and in­ 
tense egotism that characterizes for­ 
eigners generally. 
The Americans, 
unlike the English, who wish to con­ 
quer and subject other nations, are a 
sort of missionary race, desiring to 
assist and to benefit all other peoples. 
The Americans truly realize the senti­ 
ment set forth by old Plautus, that 
beiug themselves filled with humanity 
nothing human fails of being interest­ 
ing to them. Americans are intensely 
sympathetic and full of pity for the 
sufferings of ]*eople in all parts of 
the world. If there is a famine in Ire­ 
land, a flood in France or Austria, an 
earthquake in Italy or Greece, or a dis­ 
aster or national distress in any part 
of the worl l, American money goes 
straight on the wings of steam and 
electricity to succor and relieve. 
The 
Americans, large-hearted and broad- 
mined like their vast continent, are 
indifferent to the snobbish contempt 
an I ungracious slights of foreigners, 
they indulge their sympathetic out­ 
bursts and charitable impulses all the 
«ame. 
Another groat difference is the treat­ 
ment of local news. The American 
papo» are, perhaps, most distinguish­ 
e d for the completeness with which 
they give the details of important lo­ 
cal happenings, and the comparative 
esteem in which this sort of news is 
held by leading American and Eng­ 
lish papers is shown by the following 
figures: In a given iie'riod, the New 
York Herald printed 6 3 columns of 
news local to New York and vicinity. 
The Timen printed 63 
columns, and 
the Tribune. 45J4 columns. 
In the 
same |*eriod 
the 
London 
papers 
Sublishod news local to London and 
íe 
whole 
of 
England 
as fol­ 
lows : The Times. 12?£ colum ns; Stan­ 
dard, 7 columns; Telegraph, 2% col 
uinns. 
Probably nothing shows so 
decisively as this, how little the great 
Londou papers address themselves to 
the poople at largo, and how exclu­ 
sively thev cater to particular classes, 
such as the nobility and gentry and 
the commercial community. For their 
benefit, much space is devoted by the 
London press to sporting matters, 
chiefly the turf, and to commercial 
and shipping intelligence, all topics 
which the people at large have but 
little time or moans to attend to. 
Tho little consideration given by the 
foreign press to local news dwarfs to a 
great degree the ini|>ortauee of repor- 
terial work. 
Mr. Reid speaks very 
distinctly on this subject. 
He says 
' ‘The 
average 
English reporter 
trusts far too much to shorthand 
W hen he gets on a large daily he is 
apt to become a more note-taking 
machine, and he is treated and es­ 
teemed as such. Tho result is that 
when there comes among the report­ 
ers a man who can write ‘out of his 
own h ead / no uso is made of his 
capacity. The chief reporter simply 
uses him as a machine. W hen the oc­ 
casion comes that a reporter is wanted 
to write original copy he is either not 
there, or he lacks the facility that 
comes from practice. The American 
reporter is different, in many cases he 
wquld be unfit to take his ‘turn in 
the gallery' or at a large public m eet­ 
ing where the papera send a corps 
for a five-column verbatim report. 
His shorthand is shaky and, like 
David Copperfield’s, a puzzle to him ­ 
self. 
Rut he can go to a meeting and 
write a half-narrativo and half-cntical 
report, 
containing 
not 
only tho 
main facts but a score of little 
gossipy items and comments that 
people like to read. 
He can be told 
to ‘go down to the depot and make a 
column ubout the new boss’—a com­ 
mand at which the average Finnish 
reporter would stare helplessly. Final­ 
ly he can be requested to go and get 
Home news and he will go and get it. 
H is English confrere never heard Buch 
a command, and has no knowledge 
th at anything ever liappens save such 
anticipated events as are daily entered 
in advance in the chief reporter’s 
engagement-book. 
It is only a few 
m onths ago tliat a Jewish theatre in 
London was the scene of a dreadful 
loss of life at quite an early hour at 
night, aud next day not a solitary line 
a b m t it appeared in any London 
m orning newspaper. The manager of 
the theatre h ad omitted to send notice 
to the reporters that a catastrophe was 
to happen.” 
Tho fact is, the local news matter in 
an American newspaper has vast in­ 
fluence in determ ining its popularity 
and value. 
The energy, enterprise, 
intelligence, courage and persistence 
of Che newspaper reporters are most 
im portant factors in the development 
of tho American press, and the m ak­ 
ing or marring of the reputation of a 
paper 
may 
bo 
effected 
by 
its 
nprtrtorial ' work. 
In 
editorial 
w riting 
the 
American 
papers 
are more pointed, personal and in- 
ci.;iv*, o'teu slangy and even vulgar, 
while the English leaders are grave, 
0olc;»in and formal, with a tendency 
to the literary in style and philosophi­ 
cal i.i methods. 
In o ther recpecte 
there i* a uood d eil of resem blance 
bet .-.e •!, American and English newa- 
luper».—[N. O. Picayune. 


MAN VERSUS BRUTE.

We were dining at 8 o’clock on the 
evo of the hunt, when an Arab came 
in hot haste to tell us that a panther 
had that very dav at sunset carried off 
a goat close under the nose of the 
shepherd, and th at the animal had 
been seen to disappear in a ravine. 
I 
did not ston to finish my dinner, but 
although the night was dark and un­ 
favorable, at once prepared to set off.

On arriving at tho Arab 
doaur near the ravine, the Arabs con­ 
ducted niu to a spot about 400 yards 
off, on the edge of a broad and deep 
gorge, saving, "‘The panther is it the 
gorge. 
Wait here and you’ll bo sure 
to see her.’’ They chose a little 
group of bushes exactly suited to my 
purpose, and I placed rnyself, having 
the ravine at my back. The Arabs 
then placed a goat about six yards off 
and let. me, wishing me good luck. 
A few minutes had hardly elapsed; 
I bad just seated myself at my little 
thicket, and had not as yet placed ray 
liunting-knife near me. I was putting 
back some branches that hindered 
the free movement of ray arms, w hen, 
sw ifter than a cannon-ball, the panther 
had sprung upon the goat, killing it 
instantly. I held my breath, waiting 
for a ray of moonlight to permit of an 
aim, a cloud just obscuring the moon, 
when what was my astonishment to 
see the panther carrying the goat 
nimbly as a cat with ft mouse in its 
mouth, passing before me only three 
yards off aud directly opposite.

A story of the Protective Tariff may 
yet be written with Newark as the 
scene. 
It would begin about a score 
of years ago, when the Coates family 
of Scotland had established their 
thread works in Rhode Island and 
were rapidly absorbing the American 
business, in Scotland they had inti­ 
mate friends by the name of Clark, 
who were their fierce rivals in busi­ 
ness. 
Thd Clarks found themselves 
closed from the American trade by a 
Yankee device for the encouragement 
of American 'industry. 
So they de­ 
termined to come into the land which 
their rivals 
threatened 
to occupy 
to the exclusion of all others anil 
they selected a suburban portion 
of Newark. There they erected a fac­ 
tory of considerable size and began 
the making of thread. Two members 
of the firm came with the business and 
made Newark their home. Some 
hundreds of working people were 
brought V ith them, and in a little 
while small houses were built in the 
vicinity of the factory, then larger 
ones, and with the thread-workers 
came l>akers and butchers aud grocers, 
and exceedingly few Baloons. And the 
ttakers and butchers and grocers built 
themselves houses, and other persons 
liked their company and built near 
them. The hundreds of dwellings l>e- 
came thousands, and the owners of the 
thread works built mansions, 
the 
superintendents built handsome city 
residences and the boom of the Eighth 
ward of Newark was the principal 
topic of real estate men and the lor- 
tline of many w ha had owned farms 
thereabouts. 
Then another thread company saw 
there was money to be made, and nat­ 
urally sought the vicinity where the 
population had lieen educated in the 
trade, as it were, and where a labor 
m arket had been formed. And Boon 
.liter still another company cam e,-and 
each built a great factory, and compe­ 
tition for labor and in the making of 
good and cheap thread was established 


and the prices of labor were kept well 
up and the price of thread was kept 
well down, and Southern merchants 
found that there were 
new cus­ 
tomers for the best of their cotton 
in tho market. 
W ith each factory 
more dwellings went up, and more 
butchers and bakers and grocers found 
trade, while the 
original 
factory 
doubled and trebled in size and in tho 
number of hands employed. 
latter a 
linen thread company saw the advan­ 
tage of the labor market, and smaller 
industries followed. 
Tho Scotch area 
clannish i*eoplc, and when a great 
oilcloth and linoleum maker in Scot­ 
land arranged with a big firm of New 
York dry goods men to Htart an Amer­ 
ican factory, he, too, preferred the 
Scotch colony in and about Newark, 
and enormous works are rising daily, 
wherein 500 men, supporting 1500 
persons, at least will soon be em ­ 
ployed. 
With this come* the announcement 
that the Clark Company is about to 
double its capacity by the erection of 
more mills. These leaders in indus­ 
try were foreigners, hut they are so 
no longer. They are American citi­ 
zens, anil interested in American en­ 
terprise, and what protectionists they 
are!—[Trenton, N. 
J ., Corr. New 
York Tribune.

A V ie w o f S u f f r a g e . 
The experim ent of woman suffrage 
in Kansas lias reached a point at 
which some results begin to appear. 
One strong ground of the suffragists is 
the claim of the superior moral nature 
of women, and the inference that 
therefore the ballot in her hands will 
tend to purify politics. 
The fuct 
which we see in Kansas is that by 
means of woman suffrage the worst 
candi lutes are much more frequently 
elected than under the old system. 
The reason of this i* simple enough, 
and has by no means been overlooked 
by those who have some knowledge of 
human nature. The better class of 
the women neglect to vote. 
They can 
be brought to the polls only occasion­ 
ally, ana by some spasmodic effort. 
The worse class ulwavs vote, and 
their vote always goos lor the worse 
candidate. 
The plain truth is, that suffrage is 
not a natural right. 
It is purely a 
political right. The further our Re­ 
public goes with the experim ent, the 
more disinclined do we find thought­ 
ful men for the extension of this right 
to any more indiscriminate classes of 
people. 
No doubt many women are 
eminently qualified for the exercises 
of political privileges. 
No doubt very 
many of them are much better qual­ 
ified than a largo rnimlier of men. 
Anil there is just as little doubt that 
unlimited woman suffrage means the 
sinking of politics to a lowor depth 
than that which it has reached now.

How m any h u n d red tim es are these 
a n d sim ilar questions asked every dav 
in th e year by the youths an d m aid­ 
e n s of th e lan d . T hey see how Salvini 
th rills his audiences. T hey rem ark 
h ow C lara M orris holds th e siiectatore 
spellbound. 
How wonderful th a t i s ! 
H ow proud those players m ust b e ! 
T h e young m an reads th e story of 
K v rle Bellew and the tw o hundred 
o d d (very odd) m aidens w ho are 
in fatu ated 
w ith 
him 
and 
who 
crow d 
around 
the 
stage 
door 
a fte r th e m atinee to sec him come 
o u t of th e theatre. 
“ W hat a pleasant 
life ,” ejaculates the young m an. 
“ I 
w onder if I couldn’t doJBellew’s roles? 
C ertain ly I am better looking th an he 
is .” A nd in a sim ilar way the stage- 
stru ck young wom an, seated in the 
stalls, sees th e pretty young actress 
called out to the footlights, greeted 
w ith enthusiastic applause an d loaded 
dow n with flowers, and envies her 
from th e very bottom of h er bitter lit­ 
tle heart. 
A nd so th ere grows up an arm y of 
young people who are crazy to be­ 
com e players. 
Some of them have 
th e beginnings of true love and en th u ­ 
siasm For th e dram atic art, but the m a­ 
jo rity are m oved by their vanity. They 
besiege the m anagers in th eir dens, 
a n d wish to be allowed to read a pas­ 
sage from Shakespeare. 
Picture for 
a m om ent a m odern speculator listen­ 
ing, while a 
novice repeats a speech 
from “ H am let” or “ Romeo and Ju ­ 
lie t” for his critical approval! 
W hen 
theso 
deluded 
creatures 
have 
m ade 
the rounds of 
the 
m an a­ 
gers they are very apt to w rite to 
a critic on one of th e leading papers 
of th eir native city for advice. W hat 
shall they do now ? W hat 
books 
m ust they study, and w h at will be 
th e books cost? This prevailing idea 
am ong novices th at places on th e 
stage are to be secured by som e species 
of Civil Service exam ination usually 
angers the practical new spaper m an 
slightly, anu he drops th e letter into 
th e 
waste 
paper 
basket. 
If 
he 
answ ered it he would probably say th at 
som ebody’s check-book w as the m ost 
desirable in such circum stances, but 
thero was no necessity for studying it. 
T h a t pleasing em ploym ent m ight be 
left to the owner. 
Two or th ree years ago th e stage- 
itruck population of the U nited States 
becam e, for a brief period, m ore than 


m uch of h e r early experience on the j 
stage in a sm all com pany w hich tours 
th e sm all tow ns of Pennsylvav ia, an d i 
m akes know n “ Rom eo an d J u lie t,” 
th e “ L ady of L yons,” “ P a rth e n ia,” 
“ C am ille,” “ F ro u -F ro u ,” an d o th er 
stan d ard d ram as to delighted au d i­ 
ences m ad e up of farm ers an d m iners. 
In the course of tw o years Bhe is said 
to have p layed about one h undred dif­ 
ferent p arts. 
T h is was an education 
in itseif. A nd o th er actresses who are 
prom inent and successful to-day, prob­ 
ably secured th eir experience' in like 
fashion. 
T hese sm all com panies occasionally 
produce new plays, an d m ore occa* 
sionallv these plays m ake hits. 
In 
th is case 
the play t^ ils into New 
York. 
T he reputation of a genuinely 
successful play goes through th e coun­ 
try w ith th e s'peed of lightning, an d a 
New Y ork date is secured w ithout any 
trouble, under w hich circum stances 
th e novice finds him self on a m etro- 
nolitan stage alm ost before he know s 
It. 
T he dream of his life is realized 
so suddenly 
th a t it still 
seem s a 
dream . 
R ut it also m u st be rem em ­ 
bered 
th at 
in 
entering 
a 
small 
com pany 
th e 
l)eginner 
alw ays 
takes 
th e 
chance 
of 
w alking hom e, unless he keeps his 
railroad fare in his pocket. 
The plan 
of keeping the am ount of the railroad 
fare deposited in a convenient pocket 
is an exceedingly good one. 
T here are several o ther ways of get­ 
ting on th e stage, which m ight be dis­ 
cussed a t considerable length. 
O ne of 
th e m ost interesting, and one m ore 
com m only practiced th an in all prob­ 
ability is suspected, is by buying ap­ 
pearances. 
There are actresses before 
th e public to- ’ay who paid for th eir 
first engagem ent precisely as they 
paid for the dresses w hich they wore 
during 
its 
continuance. 
A nd 
the 
ladies and gentlem en w ho come for­ 
ward every year in London and New 
York an d rent theatres and buy plays 
in order th at they m ay disclose th eir 
dram atic abilities to the public, can 
be num bered by th e dozen, an d the 
Btory of th eir api>earance are m any 
and'interesting. 
To those, how ever, 
who are not rich in this w orld’s goods 
and still yearn for the stage, it m ay be 
m entioned th a t th e variety th eatre 
has served as a school for m any of the 
successful com edians of 
the 
day. 
Francis W ilson, N at Goodw in, E vans 
and H oey, and a num ber of others 
began doing song aud dance business 
as specialties. 
And alm ost any youth 
can m ake this beginning, because al­ 
m ost an y vouth can learn to sing and 
dance, a n d can secure an engagem ent 
in a m usic hall.—[New Y ork Mail and 
E xpress.
